i ST. VIATOR AND THE VIATORIANS. 


T. VIATOR was a lector of the Cathedral of Lyons, the primatial see of all 
gent in the late half of the fourth Century. He read the Holy Scripture to

Because St. Viator was a Lyonese, a catechist, and a religious, 
J. M. Querbes, the pastor of Vourles, in the archdiocese of Lyons, chose him 
as patron of a normal school which he established for the training of pious 
and well instructed teachers. 
teachers were approved by royal ordinance, Jan. 10, 1820; they received the episcopal 
sanction under the name of Clerics of St. Viator, Nov. 2. 1831, after which time the So- 
ciety became a religious community, the first vows 
The statutes of the new community were: formally approved by 
Gregory XVI. May 31, 1839.
